It Is estim ated th a t the Alaska 
trip will cost the youths about 41,500 
while

am ount to about $1,200.

with 
money raised by the boys through 
the sale of products they raise as 
school projects during their days 
as students at the school 
Each boy 
may spend his own money for “ex­ 
tras’’ on the trip. Ti** greater part 
of the sum Is secured through the 
'rowing of beans and other vege­ 
tables for canning 
The seven-acre 
plot th at will determ ine the des­ 
tination of their trip will be h ar­ 
vested in about ten days. The beans 
probably will be brought to the Bur­ 
geon and Yingling canning plant In 
Gettysburg, it was stated. 
The condition of the beans at 
present is reported to be good Pro­ 
fessor Rice stated that if a few good 
showers fall before harvest time 
and otherwise norm al weather con­

HOT? YES, BUT 
MORE WATER IS 
USED IN WINTER 


Quantity Consumed Is 
Greater With Mer­ 
cury Below Zero 
Than Over IOO. 


(MANAGER GIVES 
AN EXPLANATION 


Strange as it may seem. G ettys­ 
burg used more water during Hie 
coldest days of last winter when the 
mercury was below zero, than dur­ 
ing the hottest days of this summer. 
At least records of the Gettysburg 
water company show that a much 
larger quantity of water was pum p­ 
ed through the water maims of town 
during tho coldest weather last Feb­ 
ruary than was pumped in a cor­ 
responding period of tim e w’hile the 
mercury hovered about the 100-dc- 
gree mark last week. 
During the last three days of last 
week, water consumption was about 
75.000 gallons above the dally aver­ 
age. 
Approximately 575,OOO gallons 
were used each of the three days as 
compared 
with an 
average 
con­ 
sumption of about 500.000 gallons 
daily. 
I^ast week the total am ount 
of water used was about 3,655,000 
gallons. 
Much higher records were turned 
in during the m onth of February. 
During the week of February 22, a 
total of 4.200.000 gallons was used, 
an average of 600,000 gallons lier 
day. Over four million gallons were 
pumped through the town mains 
each week in February, the records 
show. 
Water Kept Running 
However, all the water that flowed 
through the pipes of the town was 
not used. 
Scores of .service pipes 
were in constant danger of freezing 
and water spigots in scores of pri­ 
vate homes in tile town were kept, 
open continuously to prevent freez­ 
ing of the service lines 
So, al­ 
though more water was supplied 
daily in the coldest weather, it is 
probable th at no more actually w'as 
used than during the hot days of 
this month. 
Although the am ount of water 
used lier© during most days so far 
this m onth 
has been above the 
average for the year, there has b)*en 
no serious threat of a water short­ 
age. 
Only one day last week did 
the water stop flowing over the top 
of the dam at the water works on 
Marsh creek 
Storage facilities in 
tin1 stream are far above those of 
1930 when the town experienced its 
last severe water shortage. 
George W. Naylor, m anager of the

water stored in the reservoir, stan d ­ 
pipe, and tile several dams on Marsh 
creek to supply the town for two 
montlia without a drop of rainfall.

Dirrcfor George Fitzmaurice 
Reveals Secret Used in 
Silent Days.

Hollywood — Screen writing, as 
Director Goo, Fitzmaurice found it 
when he began In pictures some 25 
years ago, was simpler th an it is to­ 
day. 
One could do all sorts of cinematic 
wonders, for example, with "Romeo 
and Juliet ” Fitzm aurice says he be­ 
lieves he rewrote that play "more 
than any other writer, living or 
dead" 
"I took it and moved it up to the 
30th century." he says.

T h at’s how pictures 
were made then."

Fitzmaurice now is directing his 
75th feature picture. 
He was an ­ 
noyed into becoming a director. At 
first he was only scenario writer, 
scenario chief, cutter and assistant 
production m anager—all for $35 a 
week 
Came a certain picture in 
which everything went wrong, and 
Fitzmaurice as production manager 
was blamed. 
"That settled me as a writer and 
production 
manager. 
Why? 
I 
made up my m ind—either to be a 
director, so I could blame somebody 
else for mistakes, or to get out of 
the business. 
I became a director, 
producing independently.” 
II? selected "Moonstone" as his 
first picture. 
T hat story by Wilkie 
Collins was the popular first effort 
of many of those early-day direc­ 
tors. 
Fitzmaurice’s star was Billy 
Roselle, "the Bob Montgomery of 
his day." 
Then It Was Easy 
After that, it was fairly simple, 
keeping on with direction. 
~ ‘Moonstone’ failed to ruin me, 
so I have remained in pictures ever 
since—and have watched the prog­ 
ress of pictures and been a part of 
them." he says. 
"When sound pictures came in, 
they threw many of the old-timers 
into oblivion—those who had only 
silent picture experience,—and the 
actors of the stage came to Holly­ 
wood because of their trained speak­ 
ing voices. 
• My own first sound picture? I d 
prefer to let th a t chapter of my 
past stay buried."
